1. SUMMARY: IN MEETING JUNE 18, DEPUTY CHIEF OF PROTOCOL 
PRESENTED PROPOSED PROGRAM FOR FIRST FEW DAYS OF ADVANCE 
PARTY'S WORK, PROVIDED INFORMATION ABOUT SOVIET COUNTER- 
PARTS, AND REPEATED URGENT REQUEST FOR PROTOCOL LIST OF 
ADVANCE PARTY. 

ACTION REQUESTED: PROVIDE PROTOCOL LIST AND ANY COMMENTS 
BY ADVANCE PARTY ON PROPOSED WORK PROGRAM. END SUMMARY; 

2. DCM MET WITH DEPUTY CHIEF OF MFA PROTOCOL CHERNYSHEV, 
EAWHO HEADS THE WORKING GROUP ON THE PRESIDENT'S VISIT, AND 
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VARIOUS WORKING GROUPS (WHICH WILL BE PROVIDED TO ADVANCE 
PARTY ON ARRIVAL UNLESS DESIRED SOONER). CHERNYSHEV 
THE DESCRIBED PROPOSED PROGRAM FOR WORK DURING FIRST FEW

OUT HOTEL ROOM ASSIGNMENTS. (THE ADVANCE PARTY WILL BE 
HOUSED ON THE TENTH FLOOR OF THE NORTH WING OF THE ROSSIYA 
HOTEL; THE ROSSIYA WILL ALSO BE USED FOR DELEGATION MEMBERS 
DURING VISIT ITSELF, EXCEPT FOR THOSE HOUSED IN KREMLIN; 

FLOOR PLANS ARE AVIAILABLE FROM THE 1972 SUMMIT.) STOESSEL
